a “wait and see’ ___ 

ment by D. H. Treleaven of the Canadian Wheat 
Board that Western farmers will have delivered al¬ 
most all farm-stored grain by July 31, the end of the 
current crop year. 

Delivery quotas will be raised to cover as much 
grain as the farmer wants to sell and in some cases 
where the surplus is exceptionally heavy special 
quotas will be arranged by the end of the crop year, 
he said. 

Well, it’s nice to contemplate such a prospect, 
but it’s not the first time that improvement in the 
grain marketing situation has been promised. We 
hope that grain movement off the farms in the next 
four or five months justifies Mr. Treleaven’s state¬ 
ment. Meanwhile, like our farmer friends, we’ll wait 
and see.

FEED FREIGHT 
COSTS TOTALLED 

Canada has paid out 6291,208,214 
lor freight assistance on western 
feed grains shipped into Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, ac¬ 
cording to a Canada Department 
of Agriculture announcement. 

This amount covers a total of 
45,386,030 tons—shipped between 
October, 1941, when the assistance 
went Into effect, and December 
31, 1958. 

Over this period, the average 
rate per ton has been $6.41. 

The subsidy was increased by 
the Federal Government on De¬ 
cember 1 to cushion the blow of a 
17 percent increase in freight 
rates, granted to the railways to 
cover. salary increases. 

Of the total, the four Atlantic 
Provinces claimed 652,744,976 in 
assistance; the two central pro¬ 
vinces $210,152; and British Colum¬ 
bia $28,320,505. The livestock and 
poultry feed Involved originated 
on the Prairie Provinces,
